Five new Mexican flu deaths 
in the Netherlands 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands — The National Insti¬ 
tute for Public Health and 
the Environment (RIVM) 
has announced that five peo¬ 
ple died of the Mexican flu - 
A(H1N1) - last week, bring¬ 
ing the total since October to 
25. 

Last week, 77 patients 
suffering from Mexican flu 
were admitted to hospital. 


The total number of people 
admitted to hospital with the 
disease now stands at 476 
since October last year. 

The Netherlands is still in 
the grips of an epidemic of 
the ‘normal’ flu, even though 
it is showing signs of level¬ 
ling off. An RIVM spokes¬ 
person said it was too soon 
to say that the flu epidemic 
was waning.

Huge crowds turn out for Mubarak 
'departure day' 



CAIRO, Egypt (AFP) - Egypt¬ 
ian demonstrators held a mas¬ 
sive ’’departure day” show of 
force yesterday aimed at oust¬ 
ing President Hosni Mubarak 
as both the United States and 
Europe indicated the time has 
come for him to step down. 

Tens of thousands filled 
Cairo's central Tahrir (Libera¬ 
tion) Square, the epicentre of 
11 straight days of protests that 
have shaken the pillars of 
Mubarak's three-decade rule, 
on the Muslim day of rest and 


weekly prayers. 

Mubarak said in an inter¬ 
view he would like to quit but 
feared that chaos would ensue. 

The New York Times re¬ 
ported that Washington has 
been pushing proposals for 
Omar Suleiman, Mubarak's 
veteran intelligence chief and 
now vice president, to head a 
transitional government. 

The transition would begin 
a process of reform to pave the 
way for elections scheduled in 
September. 

The White House took issue 
with aspects of the report, but 
did not deny it outright, and its 
response hinted that the United 
States may be studying a range 
of options to prod Mubarak to 
go and defuse the confrontation 
in Cairo. 

However, Prime Minister 
Ahmed Shafiq ruled out the 
possibility that Mubarak would 
transfer power to Suleiman. 

In an interview with Al-Ara- 


biya television, excerpts of 
which were carried by the offi¬ 
cial MENA news agency, 
Shafiq "ruled out” an early exit 
for Mubarak, saying "we need 
President Mubarak to stay for 
legislative reasons.” 

At a summit in Brussels, 
meanwhile, the European 
Union's 27 leaders said Egypt's 
"transition process must start 
now” and condemned this 
week's violence, while issuing 
a veiled threat of suspending 
aid. 

But Russia called UN chief 
Ban Ki-moon's calls for change 
in Egypt overtly political, after 
Ban said on Friday that "a 
process of peaceful and orderly 
transition leading to free and 
fair elections” must start as 
soon as possible. 

Russia's UN ambassador, 
Vitaly Churkin, told reporters 
the UN role "does not include 
giving political advice to sov¬ 
ereign states.” 


Cuba to free two dissidents who 
refused Spain exile 
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HAVANA, Cuba (AFP) - 
Cuba will soon release two po¬ 
litical prisoners who have re¬ 
jected exile in Spain, the 
Catholic Church said , in a 
break in an impasse over the 
fate of dissidents that President 
Raul Castro promised to re¬ 
lease months ago. 

The statement by the office 
of the archbishop of Havana, 
Cardinal Jaime Ortega, said 
Angel Moya, 46, wanted to 
stay in Cuba while Guido 
Sigler, 57, would emigrate to 
the United States. Both were 
serving 20 year prison sen¬ 
tences after being arrested in a 
2003 crackdown that swept 75 
dissidents into Cuban prisons. 

Moya, a construction 
worker, is the husband of Berta 
Soler, one of the leaders of the 
Ladies in White group of fe¬ 
male relatives of dissidents. 

Sigler is an economist 


whose brother Ariel, a para¬ 
plegic, was freed and allowed 
to travel to the United States in 
June. He has another dissident 
brother, Miguel, who was re¬ 
leased for health issues in 2005 
and is also living in the United 
States. 

"My husband wants to con¬ 
tinue the struggle for democ¬ 
racy and freedom in his 
homeland,” Soler told AFP. "I 
am happy, I want my man in 
my home but I want the others 
also in their homes,” she said. 

Castro promised in July to 
release 52 political prisoners 
by November 7 in a deal bro¬ 
kered by the Catholic Church, 
but 11 prisoners have remained 
in jail after rejecting offers of 
exile in Spain. 

The 11 jailed dissidents are 
considered prisoners of con¬ 
science by the rights group 
Amnesty International. 


New Thai-Cambodian 
border clash

CAMBODIA 

A US State Department 
spokeswoman said: "The 
United States urges both sides 
to exercise maximum restraint 
and take all necessary steps to 
reduce tensions and avoid fur¬ 
ther conflict. 

A Thai army official at the 
border said fighting broke out 
at 3:10 pm local time (0810 
GMT) at Phu Makuea, near the 
1 lth-century temple. 

Residents in several vil¬ 
lages along both sides of the 
border were evacuated, offi¬ 
cials said. 

Ties between the two coun¬ 
tries have been strained since 
July 2008 by a series of deadly 
border clashes over land sur¬ 
rounding the temple after it 
was granted UN World Her¬ 
itage status. 

Thailand and Cambodia 
have both been talking tough 
on the border issue, which 
some observers say serves na¬ 
tionalist goals at home on both 
sides. 

The World Court ruled in 
1962 that Preah Vihear itself 
belonged to Cambodia, al¬ 
though its main entrance lies in 
Thailand. The exact boundary 
through the surrounding 
grounds remains in dispute. 

The Thai-Cambodia border 
has never been fully demar¬ 
cated, partly because it is lit¬ 
tered with landmines left over 
from decades of war in Cam¬ 
bodia. 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia 
(AFP) - Thai and Cambodian 
soldiers exchanged heavy fire 
on the two countries' shared 
border, killing one soldier and 
a civilian, as tensions between 
the neighbours boiled over. 

One Cambodian soldier 
died in the skirmishes near the 
disputed ancient Preah Vihear 
temple, a Thai villager was 
also killed by artillery shelling 
and five Thai soldiers were in¬ 
jured, Thai public health min¬ 
ister Jurin Laksanawisit said. 

Both Thailand and Cambo¬ 
dia accused the other of start¬ 
ing the fighting, the deadliest 
since April 2009 as the United 
States urged "maximum re¬ 
straint”. 

The area around the temple 
is claimed by both sides and 
Cambodian foreign ministry 
spokesman Koy Kuong said 
Phnom Penh planned to com¬ 
plain to the United Nations 
over what it termed the "Thai 
invasion”. 

"We will lodge a complaint 
with the UN Security Council 
on ," he told AFP, adding that 
Thai soldiers had fired artillery 
shells 18-20 kilometres (11-12 
miles) into Cambodian terri¬ 
tory. 

But Thai Defence Minister 
Prawit Wongsuwon played 
down the significance of the 
incident. "We are negotiating 
now and I am sure that every¬ 
thing will be fine,” he said.

IDEFRE celebrates 35th 
Birthday! 



ORANJESTAD - Today, 
IDEFRE (Aruba’s Athletic & 
Physical Fitness Institute) ce¬ 
lebrates its 35th anniversary. 
It was 35 years ago that this 
institution was established, 
which they consider to be a 
milestone. It is a milestone, 
says IDEFRE, because to 
maintain a public organiza¬ 
tion such as IDEFRE for this 
long is only possible because 
of a dedicated and dynamic 
staff willing to work for the 
community. 

IDEFRE’s history dates 
back to 1976 as Sportbureau, 
and later in 1981 to the cur¬ 
rent IDEFRE as we know it 
today. During the ensuing 35 
years the institution has had 
four different directors, 
which IDEFRE claims is a 
reflection of its organiza¬ 
tional stability. Over the years 
this organization has played 
an important role in the de¬ 
velopment of athletics in 
Aruba. 

During 1976 to 1980 IDE¬ 
FRE was instrumental in or¬ 
ganizing school athletics, 
recreational activities, as well 
as cycling and fitness walks. 
In 1981 - 1990 IDEFRE was 
the catalyst in getting all 
sport federations affiliated 
with ASU (Aruba Sport 
Union) to submit information 
to begin the process of inter¬ 
national affiliation, which fi¬ 
nally led to the creation of the 
Aruba Olympic Committee 
in 1986. During the 80’s, 
IDEFRE gave a significant 
boost to fundraising races, 
and organized the first 
triathlon in Aruba in 1985. 

They were also the initia¬ 
tors of the intergovernmental 
athletic activities. As of the 
1980’s, IDEFRE has been 
supplying all government 
subsidized schools with ath¬ 
letic equipment from their 
own coffers. 

In the 1990’s IDEFRE 
played a pivotal role in intro¬ 
ducing school swimming les¬ 
sons to third grade primary 
school classes. In 1993, to¬ 
gether with SEDREKO (Cu¬ 
racao) and INDEBON 


(Bonaire) they reactivated the 
intercollegiate encounters to 
be conducted once yearly. 
IDEFRE had an integral part 
in the organizing committee 
for the first Kingdom Games 
in Aruba in 1995. Athletic in¬ 
struction sessions in the bar¬ 
rios were given more 
attention in 1996 where kids 
from the ages of 9 - 13 were 
instructed in the basics of ath¬ 
letics of various sports. 

From 2000 to 2009 IDE¬ 
FRE focused on offering 
courses for personal advance¬ 
ment, for example, courses 
on youth trainers, swim in¬ 
structor courses, and courses 
on Recreational Sport Lead- 
ership-A. IDEFRE has also 
designed her own new logo 
which can be seen on all her 
employee uniforms. During 
this decade, IDEFRE suc¬ 
ceeded in bringing various 
teachers and trainers from 
abroad through bi- lateral 
agreements on athletics. 
Many came from places such 
as Holland, Cuba, and 
Colombia. Betico Olympic 
School Athletics became a re¬ 
ality in 2002 under the aus¬ 
pices of IDEFRE. IDEFRE 
today also plays an important 
role in the “Premio Simple- 
mente Deporte” (Simply Ath¬ 
letics Prize), which is now 
dubbed Premio Excelencia 
den Deporte (Athletics Ex¬ 
cellence Prize). 

IDEFRE recognizes and 
applauds the leadership of 
their four directors. In 1976, 
Mr. Frans van Gastel was the 
person who founded the insti¬ 
tution and provided leader¬ 
ship until 1979 when Mr. Roy 
van Putten assumed the di¬ 
rectorship until 1985. Then, 
from 1985 to 2003, Mr. Jerry 
Gomes led the organization, 
and finally Mr. Jessy Beuken- 
boom became director in 
2003 and continues to serve 
IDEFRE to this day. Words of 
appreciation were expressed 
for all the staff and employ¬ 
ees who have passed and who 
are currently giving their best 
to provide the best possible 
service to the community.

Oysters disappearing 
worldwide: study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
survey of oyster habitats 
around the world has found 
that the succulent mollusks 
are disappearing fast and 85 
percent of their reefs have 
been lost due to disease and 
over-harvesting. 

Most of the remaining 
wild oysters in the world, or 
about 75 percent, can be 
found in five locations in 
North America, said the study 
published in BioScience, the 
journal of the American Insti¬ 
tute of Biological Sciences. 

An international team of 
researchers led by Michael 
Beck of the Nature Conser¬ 
vancy and the University of 
California, Santa Cruz, ex¬ 
amined the condition of na¬ 
tive oyster reefs in 40 
ecoregions, including 144 
bays. 

’’Oyster reefs are at less 
than 10 percent of their prior 
abundance in most bays (70 
percent) and ecoregions (63 
percent),” said the study. 

’’They are functionally ex¬ 
tinct — in that they lack any 
significant ecosystem role 
and remain at less than one 
percent of prior abundances 
in many bays (37 percent) 
and ecoregions (28 percent) - 
- particularly in North Amer¬ 
ica, Australia and Europe.” 

By averaging the loss 
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among all regions, the re¬ 
searchers came up with an es¬ 
timate that 85 percent of 
oyster reef ecosystems have 
been lost, but said that figure 
was likely low because some 
areas lacked historical 
records for comparison. 

The study also did not in¬ 
clude oyster reefs in parts of 
South Africa, China, Japan, 
and North and South Korea. 

Other studies and observa¬ 
tions in those areas ’’suggest 
that wild oyster abundance 
was much higher in the past 
and that reefs have declined 
greatly in abundance or have 
disappeared altogether,” the 
authors said. 

The one bright spot in the 
oyster world was in the Gulf 
of Mexico, where native oys¬ 
ter catches are ’’the highest in 
the world despite significant 
declines in abundance and 
reefs,” according to the study. 

Five of the regions boast¬ 
ing the world’s largest oyster 
catches are located in eastern 
North America, from the Vir¬ 
ginia coast southward and 
also in the Gulf of Mexico. 

Oysters are important to 
ecosystems because they fil¬ 
ter impurities from water and 
provide food and employ¬ 
ment for people living in 
coastal communities. 


Tiny water flea has more genes 
than you 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
tiny, translucent water flea 
that can reproduce without 
sex and lives in ponds and 
lakes has more genes than 
any other creature, said scien¬ 
tists who have sequenced the 
crustacean’s genome. 

Daphnia pulex, named 
after the nymph in Greek 
mythology who transforms 
into a tree in order to escape 
the lovestruck Apollo, has 
31,000 genes compared to 
humans who have about 
23,000, said the research in 
the journal Science. 

Often studied by scientists 
who want to learn about the 
effects of pollution and envi¬ 
ronmental changes on water 
creatures, the almost-micro- 
scopic freshwater Daphnia is 
the first crustacean to have its 
genome sequenced. 

But just because this crea¬ 
ture — viewed as the canary 
in the gold mine of the 
world's waters — has more 
genes doesn't necessarily 
mean they are all unique, ex¬ 
plained project leader John 
Colbourne. 

’’Daphnia's high gene 
number is largely because its 
genes are multiplying, by cre¬ 
ating copies at a higher rate 
than other species,” said Col-

bourne, genomics director at 
the Center for Genomics and 
Bioinformatics. 

Daphnia has a large num¬ 
ber of never-before seen 
genes, as well as a big chunk 
of the same genes found in 
humans, the most of any in¬ 
sects or crustacean so far 
known to scientists. 

"More than one-third of 
Daphnia's genes are undocu¬ 
mented in any other organism 
— in other words, they are 
completely new to science,” 
said Don Gilbert, coauthor 
and Department of Biology 
scientist at IU Bloomington. 

These unique and previ¬ 
ously unknown genes are "in¬ 
volved in response to the 
environment,” the study said. 

James Klaunig, professor 
of environmental health at In¬ 


diana University Blooming¬ 
ton, said the genome will 
help scientists study the ef¬ 
fect of environmental pollu¬ 
tants on humans. 

"Genome research on the 
responses of animals to stress 
has important implications 
for assessing environmental 
risks to humans,” Klaunig 
said. 

"The Daphnia system is an 
exquisite aquatic sensor, a 
potential high-tech and mod¬ 
ern version of the mineshaft 
canary,” he said. 

"With knowledge of its 
genome... the possible effects 
of environmental agents on 
cellular and molecular 
processes can be resolved 
and linked to similar 
processes in humans.” 


New laser shows unique images 
of viruses 


PARIS (AFP) - A laser that 
delivers intense ultra-short X- 
ray pulses can create images 
of intact viruses, single-cell 
organisms and bacteria, pro¬ 
viding researchers with a rev¬ 
olutionary tool, Nature 
reported on Wednesday. 

The technique, using a so- 
called free-electron laser at 
Stanford University in Cali¬ 
fornia, was tested on the 


mimivirus, the world's largest 
known virus, which infects 
amoebas. 

The snapshot is the first 
step towards studying mole¬ 
cules, viruses and live mi¬ 
crobes at the nanoscale and in 
real time, the paper said. 

Existing electron mi¬ 
croscopy methods require bi¬ 
ologists to slice or freeze a 
sample before imaging it.

Type 1 diabetes strongly linked with cold-like 
virus : 

PARIS (AFP) - Children with Type 1 diabetes are almost 10 
times likelier to be infected by a cold-like virus compared to 
counterparts without the disease, according to a paper pub¬ 
lished by the British Medical Journal (BMJ). 

Enteroviruses are common viruses that can lead to cold- or 
flu-like symptoms, aching muscles and rashes or even menin¬ 
gitis. 

The study found an unmistakeable association between en¬ 
teroviruses and diabetes, but the mechanism is unclear. 


New mosquito in Africa raises malariaconcerns: 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Researchers have found a new 
mosquito in the west African nation of Burkina Faso that 
appears to be highly susceptible to malaria parasites and 
could help the disease spread, said a study. 

The new subtype of Anopheles gambiae mosquitoes is be¬ 
lieved to live mainly in the wild, whereas other species col¬ 
lected by scientists have been plucked from indoors where 
they are easier to find. 

Researchers grew generations of the new type in the lab 
and found it be more susceptible to the Plasmodium falci¬ 
parum parasite, linked to malaria, than other types they had 
previously found and classified. 


Global obesity rate doubles since 1980: 

PARIS (AFP) - More than half a billion adults are clinically 
obese in a near-doubling of the numbers of dangerously over¬ 
weight adults since 1980, doctors warned. 

In 2008, the latest year for which statistics were available, 
nearly one woman in seven and one man in 10 were obese, it 
found. 

Being too fat causes three million premature deaths each year 
from heart disease, diabetes, cancers and other disorders, ac¬ 
cording to the WHO. 

The researchers described the tableau as "a population emer¬ 
gency.” 


Polio returns to cripple Angola and its neigh¬ 
bours: 

In 2010, Angola registered 32 new cases of polio in the Lu¬ 
anda area, in the east of the country and in the exclave 
province of Cabinda. 

The virus also spread to two neighbouring countries where it 
had been considered eradicated — 93 cases were reported in 
the Democratic Republic of the Congo (DRC) and 50 in 
Congo. 

The region was responsible for two-thirds of the cases 
recorded in Africa last year. 

The government has pledged to vaccinate Angola's 5.6 mil¬ 
lion children under the age of five by the end of the year.

Child obesity 'linked to working 
mothers' 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
more mothers work during their 
children's lifetimes, the more 
likely their kids are to be over¬ 
weight or obese, according to a 
US study published. 

Researchers from American 
University in Washington, Cor¬ 
nell University in New York 
state and the University of 
Chicago studied data on more 
than 900 elementary- and mid¬ 
dle-school-aged children in 10 
US cities. 

They found that the total 
number of years the children's 
mothers worked had a cumula¬ 
tive influence on their children's 
body mass index (BMI) — the 
weight to height ratio used to 
measure if a person is over¬ 
weight or obese. 

"Every period of time (aver¬ 
aging 5.3 months) a mother was 
employed was associated with 
an increase in her child?s BMI 
of 10 percent of a standard de¬ 
viation,” says the study which 
was published in the journal 
Child Development. 

"For a child of average 
height, this is equivalent to a 
gain in weight of nearly one 
pound (half a kilogram) every 
five months above and beyond 
what would typically be gained 
as a child ages.” 

The findings were strongest 
among sixth graders, the oldest 
children for whom data was 






studied. Sixth graders are typi¬ 
cally 11 years old. 

Changes in the children's 
physical activity, time spent un¬ 
supervised or watching televi¬ 
sion did not explain the link 
between maternal employment 
and children's BMI, the study 
says. 

Moreover, a mother working 
odd hours or overnight was not 
significantly associated with 
their children's BMI. 

The researchers were unable 
to clearly explain the findings 
but theorized that because 
working mothers have little 
time to shop for healthy food 
and prepare meals, they and 
their children eat more fast- and 
packaged foods, which tend to 
be high in fat and calories. 

Today, one in three US kids 
is overweight or obese, mean¬ 


ing they are more likely than 
their normal-weight counter¬ 
parts to grow up to be obese 
adults and suffer from obesity- 
related conditions including di¬ 
abetes, cardiovascular disease 
and fatty liver disease. 

Childhood obesity has also 
been linked to "behavior and 
academic problems in adoles¬ 
cence and adulthood,” said the 
lead author of the study Taryn 
Morrissey, assistant professor 
in public administration and 
policy at American University, 
calling for healthy foods to be 
made more accessible to work¬ 
ing families. 

"Given that more than 70 
percent of US mothers with 
young children work, the im¬ 
portance of providing support 
to these families is clear,” the 
study says. 


Alcohol poisoning : 


Alcohol poisoning is a serious 
— and sometimes deadly — 
consequence of drinking large 
amounts of alcohol in a short 
period of time. Drinking too 
much too quickly can affect 
your breathing, heart rate and 
gag reflex and potentially 
lead to coma and death. 

Binge drinking — rapidly 
downing five or more drinks 
in a row — is a main cause of 
alcohol poisoning. Alcohol 
poisoning can also occur 
when you accidentally or in¬ 
tentionally drink household 
products that contain alcohol. 
A person with alcohol poison¬ 
ing needs immediate medical 
attention. If you suspect 
someone has alcohol poison¬ 
ing, call for emergency med¬ 
ical help right away. 

Alcohol poisoning treatment 
consists of providing breath¬ 
ing support and intravenous 
fluids and vitamins until the 
alcohol is completely out of 
the body. 

Alcohol poisoning symp¬ 
toms include: 

■Confusion, stupor 
■Vomiting 


■ Seizures 

■ Slow breathing (less than 
eight breaths a minute) 
■Irregular breathing (a gap of 
more than 10 seconds be¬ 
tween breaths) 

■Blue-tinged skin or pale 
skin 

■Low body temperature (hy¬ 
pothermia) 

■Unconsciousness ("passing 
out”), and can't be roused 
It's not necessary for all of 
these symptoms to be present 
before you seek help. A per¬ 
son who is unconscious or 
can't be roused is at risk of 
dying. 

When to see a doctor 
If you suspect that someone 
has alcohol poisoning — even 
if you don't see the classic 
signs and symptoms — seek 
immediate medical care. In an 
emergency, follow these sug¬ 
gestions: 

■If the person is unconscious, 
breathing less than eight 
times a minute or has re¬ 
peated, uncontrolled vomit¬ 
ing, call for help or your local 
emergency number immedi¬ 
ately. Keep in mind that even 


when someone is uncon¬ 
scious or has stopped drink¬ 
ing, alcohol continues to be 
released into the bloodstream 
and the level of alcohol in the 
body continues to rise. Never 
assume that a person will 
"sleep off alcohol poisoning. 
■If the person is conscious, 
call for help. The staff at the 
poison control center or emer¬ 
gency call center can instruct 
you as to whether you should 
take the person directly to a 
hospital. 

■Be prepared to provide in¬ 
formation. If you know, be 
sure to tell hospital or emer¬ 
gency personnel the kind and 
amount of alcohol the person 
drank, and when. 

■Don't leave an unconscious 
person alone. While waiting 
for help, don't try to make the 
person vomit. Alcohol poi¬ 
soning affects the way your 
gag reflex works. That means 
someone with alcohol poison¬ 
ing may choke on his or her 
own vomit or accidentally in¬ 
hale (aspirate) vomit into the 
lungs, which could cause a 
fatal lung injury.

Boeing reports order for 32 737s canceled 

NEW YORK (AFP) - US aerospace giant Boeing said that a 
customer had canceled an order for 32 of its best-selling sin¬ 
gle-aisle 737 aircraft, leaving net orders for 737s so far this year 
at zero. The canceled order was placed before 2011 and the cus¬ 
tomer did not want to be identified, Boeing spokesman Doug 
Alder told AFP. 

The Chicago-based firm has taken 32 new orders for 737s in 
the year to date: Alaska Airlines, 15 planes; the US Navy, six;

GDF Suez completes takeover of International 
Power 

PARIS (AFP) - French energy giant GDF Suez said it had 
completed its takeover of Britain's International Power, creating 
the world's second-largest electricity producer. 

The European Commission cleared the takeover last week on 
condition it sell some assets in Belgium to avoid dominating 
power generation in that country. 

The deal had already been approved by US, Canadian, Aus¬ 
tralian, Brazilian and Turkish authorities. 

Spain's Banco Popular 2010 profits slump 23%: 

MADRID (AFP) - The Bank of Spain estimated that the econ¬ 
omy shrank by 0.1 percent in 2010, a better performance than 
expected by the government after an expansion in the final 
quarter. 

Spain is fighting to revive its economy, Europe's fifth-largest, 
and convince nervous investors that it will grow enough to 
bring its massive public deficit under control without resorting 
to a Greek or Irish style bailout. 

The government signed a "grand social pact" on reforms cov¬ 
ering pensions and collective bargaining to boost growth and 
slash an unemployment rate of just over 20 percent, the highest 
level in the industrialised world. 

January snowstorms cloud US jobs market: 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US job creation slowed to a halt in 
January as winter storms gripped broad swaths of the country, 
according to official data published. 

The economy added a meager 36,000 jobs, the Labor Depart¬ 
ment said, an increase that was much smaller than the 148,000 
expected. 

Economists said that was at least partly because hundreds of 
thousands of people disappeared from the statistics thanks to 
an annual population revision.

Europe launches trillion-euro energy 
revamp 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Euro¬ 
pean leaders launched a tril- 
lion-euro bid to slash 
dependency on Middle East oil 
and Russian gas, clearing the 
way to place nuclear power at 
the centre of 21st century 
needs. 

At a summit shaken by in¬ 
stability over Egypt's popular 
revolt and soaring oil prices, 
the European Union moved to 
reclaim control over energy 
supply for the rest of the cen¬ 
tury with reforms designed to 
unlock private investment. 

The EU is the world's 
largest regional energy market 
— 500 million people and 20 
million companies. 

Governments committed to 
a broad sweep of market re¬ 
forms, linking national and re¬ 
gional electricity grids and gas 
pipelines by 2014 to allow 
power to circulate freely and 
cheaply, from those who pro¬ 
duce it and have surpluses to 
those who don't and need it. 

"No EU member state 
should remain isolated from 
the European gas and electric¬ 
ity networks after 2015 or see 


its energy security jeopardised 
by lack of the appropriate con¬ 
nections," read summit conclu¬ 
sions whose adoption was 
announced by EU president 
Herman Van Rompuy on Twit¬ 
ter. 

Island states Cyprus and 
Malta, as well as Baltic coun¬ 
tries whose infrastructure re¬ 
mains tied to the former Soviet 
Union, feared their needs may 
be considered too insignificant 
for the big energy players to 
invest in costly transmission 
networks. 

But the EU agreed that 
pooled public money could un¬ 
derpin completion of this so- 
called 'supergrid' — although 
ballpark sums will not be pro¬ 
duced until the summer. 

The other big change, at the 
instigation of France but firmly 
backed by the government in 
London, was to reposition do¬ 
mestically-produced nuclear 
energy at the heart of the bloc's 
long-term suppplies. 

In a carefully-worded shift 
in emphasis, alongside invest¬ 
ment in renewable energy 
technologies, EU states will 


also promote "safe and sustain¬ 
able low-carbon technologies" 
— this including nuclear — 
under climate action goals. 

This came under attack 
from ecologists and Poul 
Nyrup Rasmussen, the head of 
the Party of European Social¬ 
ists, as: "Old leaders, with old 
ideas, simply proposing old 
energy methods for Europe’s 
future." 

Brussels-based NGO En¬ 
ergy Strategy Center also saw 
a missed opportunity given a 
"significant shift currently un¬ 
derway in the climate and en¬ 
ergy debate." 

It pointed out that, yet 
again, "China is rapidly be¬ 
coming a global leader in the 
technologies of a resource ef¬ 
ficient, low-carbon economy." 

France maintains it is not 
trying surreptitiously to reclas¬ 
sify nuclear alongside wind, 
wave, solar or biomass energy 
production as Europe tries to 
meet three-pronged commit¬ 
ments to combat global warm¬ 
ing by 2020. 

These are to reduce carbon 
dioxide emissions by 20 per¬ 
cent compared to 1990 levels. 


BacanJ vows to fight Spanish court ruling

MADRID, Spain(AFP) - 
Drinks maker Bacardi vowed 
to fight a Spanish court deci¬ 
sion in favour of its French 
rival Pernod Ricard in a long- 
running dilute over the use of 
the Havana Club brand in 
Spain. 

Bacardi said it was "disap¬ 
pointed" that Spain's supreme 
court rejected its claims over 
the brand "on the legal techni¬ 
cality of a statute of limita¬ 
tions". 

"Bacardi has and will con¬ 
tinue to defend its position in 


the wake of ongoing and inac¬ 
curate allegations by Havana 
Club Holdings surrounding the 
legitimacy of Bacardi's rights 
and ownership of Havana Club 
rum," it said in a statement. 

The Bermuda-based com¬ 
pany said it planned "new legal 
avenues," but gave no details. 

Pernod Ricard said in a 
statement that Spain's supreme 
court confirmed that the com¬ 
pany Havana Club, a joint ven¬ 
ture involving the French 
group and the Cuba's state- 
owned Cuba Ron, "holds the 
rights to the Havana Club 
brand in Spain." 

The Havana Club trade¬ 
mark was first used by the 
Arechabala family whose 
company was nationalised by 
Cuba in 1960 following the 
revolution led by Fidel Castro. 

Cubaexport, a Cuban gov¬ 
ernment agency, then assigned 
the trademark to the Pernod 
joint venture in 1993. 

Bacardi claims that the 
move by the Cuban govern¬ 
ment was illegal. Unlike the 
rum sold by Pernod, Bacardi's 
rum is made in Puerto Rico. 


"Bacardi legally owns the 
rights to the Spanish Havana 
Club mm brand, having pur¬ 
chased the trademark from the 
original legal owners, creators 
and proprietors of the brand," 
Bacardi’s statement said. 

A separate but similar dis¬ 
pute in the United States in¬ 
volves Pernod and Bacardi, 
which markets Havana Club in 
that country. 

A US court in April last 
year allowed Bacardi to keep 
using the Havana Club name 
for its mm distilled in Puerto 
Rico, but Pemod has appealed.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - A 
relatively unknown British ac¬ 
tress has been cast to play 
Prince William's fiancee Kate 
Middleton in a TV film of 
Britain's upcoming royal wed¬ 
ding, a movie executive said. 

Camilla Luddington, whose 
previous appearances have 
mostly been in US TV series, 
will play Middleton in 
"William and Kate," the story 
of the couple's relationship 
after they met as students in 
Scotland. 

"We have cast Camilla Lud¬ 
dington to play Kate Middle- 
ton," said Frank Konigsberg of 
the planned film, being pro¬ 
duced by US television net¬ 
work Lifetime. 

It also stars New Zealand- 
born actor Nico Evers 
Swindell as Prince William, 
and British actor Ben Cross as 
William's father Prince 
Charles, the heir to the British 
throne. 


A summary of the movie 
says it "chronicles the history 
of William and Kate — from 
the moment the two students 
met at Scotland's prestigious 
University of St. Andrews." 

This includes "through the 
ups and downs of their nine- 
year courtship complicated by 
social and Royal Family pres¬ 
sures, and intense global media 
attention surrounding their sto¬ 
rybook nuptials," it added. 

Luddington is slim, with 
long brown hair and hazel 
eyes, according to her resume 
on industry website IMDb, 
where she says she can sing 
and likes cycling, swimming, 
rollerblading and aerobics. She 
can do British or Australian ac¬ 
cents. 

Prince William and Middle- 
ton, 29, announced their en¬ 
gagement last November, and 
are due to marry at London's 
Westminster Abbey on April 
29. 


Bertolucci wanted to say sorry for 
'Last Tango in Paris' 



ROME (AFP) - Italian direc¬ 
tor Bernardo Bertolucci said 
he wished he could have apol¬ 
ogised to the late Maria 
Schneider for putting her 
through graphic sex scenes in 
his classic 1972 film "Last 
Tango in Paris." 

"Her death has come too 
early, before I could give her a 
tender embrace and tell her 
that I was as tied to her as I 
was at the start and apologise 
to her at least once," Bertolucci 
said. "The strong and creative 
relationship that we had during 
the filming of 'Last Tango' be¬ 
came poisoned with the pass¬ 
ing of time," he said. 

"Maria accused me of hav¬ 


ing robbed her of her youth 
and only today am I wondering 
whether there wasn't some 
truth to that," he added. 

Schneider, who died Thurs¬ 
day aged 58 after a long ill¬ 
ness, was just 19 when she 
made the highly controversial 
film that catapulted her to 
global fame. 

In later interviews she said 
she had been traumatised by 
Bertolucci's insistence that she 
film a particularly graphic anal 
sex scene with Brando. She 
battled drug addiction in the 
1970s but later revived her ca¬ 
reer. 

"The truth is she was too 
young to withstand the impact 
of the film's unpredictable and 
brutal success. Marlon hid be¬ 
hind his impenetrable privacy 
and the full weight of promo¬ 
tion fell on Maria and myself," 
Bertolucci said. 

"Together with the film, she 
gave American puritanism a 
shove. At that time, transgres¬ 
sion was still possible and 
Maria could not resist the 
temptation to live it fully, body 
and soul, with all her beauty 
and joy," he added. 



Jagger to perform at Grammys show 



LOS ANGELES, Califoria 
(AFP) - Rolling Stones front¬ 
man Mick Jagger will strut 
his stuff at the Grammys this 
month, joining music stars in¬ 
cluding Lady Gaga, Eminem 
and Katy Perry already lined 
up, organizers announced. 

The rock and roll icon will 
perform live as part of an "In 
Memoriam" section of the 
February 13 awards show, 


paying tribute to "King of 
Rock'n'Soul" Solomon 
Burke, who died last year. 

He will be accompanied 
by Grammy-winning US 
R&B singer-songwriter Ra¬ 
phael Saadiq and his band at 
the music industry's annual 
awards show at the Staples 
Center in downtown Los An¬ 
geles. 

Previous veteran stars 
headlining the annual Gram¬ 
mys have included Elton 
John — who did a duet with 
Lady Gaga last year — Paul 
McCartney in 2009, and soul 
legend Aretha Franklin in 
2008. 

As well as Jagger — per¬ 
forming for the first time at 
the Grammys — other artists 
doing their thing will include 
Justin Bieber, Lady Antebel¬ 
lum, Arcade Fire, Miranda 
Lambert, Muse, Usher, 
Bruno Mars and Rihanna. 

Presenters who will hand 
out awards at the 53rd Gram¬ 
mys show include actress 
Gwyneth Paltrow, nine-time 


Grammy winner Norah 
Jones and two-time winner

Eminem, while perform¬ 
ing at the show, will also be 
hoping to take home a few 
gongs; he is nominated in 10 
categories at the Grammys, 
capping a comeback year for 
the once-troubled rap star.

Malawi to debate public farting ban 


BLANTYRE, Malawi (AFP) 
Malawian lawmakers will 
next week debate a law 
change to criminalise public 
farting, which a cabinet min¬ 
ister said had been encour¬ 
aged by democracy. 

"The government has a 
right to ensure public de¬ 
cency. We are entitled to in¬ 
troduce order in the country," 
justice and constitutional af¬ 
fairs minister George Cha- 
ponda told independent radio 
station Capital Radio. 

"Would you like to see 
people farting in public any¬ 
where?" 

Since the country em¬ 
braced multi-party politics 16 
years ago people had felt free 
to fart anywhere, said 
Chaponda. 

"It was not there during 
the time of dictatorship be¬ 
cause people were afraid of 
the consequences. Now be¬ 
cause of multipartism or free¬ 
dom, people would like to 
fart anywhere, he said. 

Chaponda, a key figure in 
President Bingu wa 
Mutharika's government, said 
that if Malawians cannot con¬ 
trol their farting "they should 
go to the toilet instead of fart¬ 



ing in public." 

"Nature can be con¬ 
trolled... it becomes a nui¬ 
sance if people fart any¬ 
where." 

A lawyer himself, 
Chaponda said that under the 
amended law farting will be 
considered a minor offence. 

Chaponda's Democratic 
Progressive Party will bank 
on its majority to pass the 
amendment to a law which 
was first introduced in 
1929. 

The amendment, which 
will make farting in public an 
offence, is not yet public and 
it will be presented to parlia¬ 
ment for debate as part of a 
review by the state-sponsored 


Law Commission of the 
country's penal code. 

Nobody in Malawi has 
been arrested nor convicted 
for farting under the old law, 
as police did not enforce it. 

The old law states: "Any 
person who voluntarily viti¬ 
ates the atmosphere in any 
place so as to make it noxious 
to the health of persons in 
general dwelling or carrying 
on business in the neighbour¬ 
hood or passing along a pub¬ 
lic way, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanour." 

The southern African state 
is a conservative society with 
punishable previous bans on 
long hair for men and trouser- 
wearing for women.

"It 
just didn’t feel right for me 
anymore. I didn’t have the 
hunger, the drive I felt like I 
needed." 

The 38-year-old left- 
handed pitcher finished 240- 
138 with a 3.88 earned-run 
average and won a record 19 



playoff games. He spent 
13 seasons with the Yan¬ 
kees and three more with 
Houston, helping the As¬ 
tros to their first World 
Series. 

Joined by wife Faura, 
Pettitte said that she 
talked him out of an¬ 
nouncing his retirement 
last October after the 
Yankees were ousted 
from the playoffs, advis¬ 
ing him to wait until he 
was sure of what he 
wanted to do. 

That time came last 
weekend as he was driv¬ 
ing between his home 
and ranch in Texas, even 
though as recently as two 
weeks ago Pettitte thought he 
might return for one more 
season. 

"It was an easy decision, 
but it wasn’t an easy deci¬ 
sion," Pettitte said. "I think 
taking the mound every fifth 
day is over and I am looking 
forward to this next chapter in 
my life and figuring out what 
that is. 

"I don’t want it to be any¬ 
thing except hanging out with 
my family."

"He has earned the right to 
be considered among the 
greats that have worn the pin¬ 
stripes."

While the airline was run¬

WARSAW (AFP) - UEFA 
this week warned against 
buying tickets for Euro 2012 
from anywhere but its own 
website, saying fans risked 
being ripped off and unable 
to get into games. 

With only weeks until 
tickets go on sale for next 
year's European champi¬ 
onships in Poland and 
Ukraine, football's continen¬ 
tal governing body under¬ 
scored that uefa.com was the 
only authorised channel. 

"You can only apply for 
tickets on the official web¬ 
site," UEFA's championships' 
chief Martin Kallen told re¬ 
porters in the Polish capital 
Warsaw. 

"There are no other 
sources. All other sources are 
in principle illegal," he said. 

From March 1-31, fans can 
sign up for a chance to buy up 
to four of more than 550,000 
tickets available to the general 
public at Euro 2012. 

Demand traditionally far 
outstrips supply — 10.4 mil¬ 
lion people applied for 
300,000 tickets at Euro 2008 
in Switzerland in Austria — 
and UEFA will choose the 
lucky fans by lottery in April.

Storied Steelers, 
Green Bay face off 
in Super Bowl 45 


Some SB facts 


Rodgers is in his first Super 
Bowl but after talking to for¬ 
mer players he says he has 
some idea of what to expect. 

"Everybody I talked to this 
week that’s played in this game 
has talked about just taking 
deep breaths and getting over 
the first few plays," Rodgers 
said. 

"I am hopeful that won’t be 
an issue with me, but I am sure 
there will be a lot of excite¬ 
ment and a little bit of nerves 
to start out the game." 

Where Pittsburgh could be 
vulnerable is at centre if star 
rookie Maurkice Pouncey can’t 
play. 

Pouncey was helped off the 
field during Pittsburgh's open¬ 
ing drive against the New York 
Jets in the AFC championship 
game with a fractured bone in 
his foot. 

If Pouncey can't play, then 
the centre spot would be filled 
by second-year pro Doug Le- 
gursky. Against the Jets, Le- 
gursky relieved Pouncey and 
played the rest of the game. 
But this would be his first NFL 
start. 


One of the more intriguing 
match-ups will be Green Bay's 
secondary against the Steelers' 
elite core of receivers. 

This will be Packers comer 
back Charles Woodson's first 
trip back to the Super Bowl in 
eight years. 

"It will come down to one 
defence trying to stop the other 
team's offence and of course 
we hope that we get off to a 
fast start," said Woodson." 

"Both teams have explosive 
offences and both teams have 
great quarterbacks who can 
make plays in any fashion, 
mnning or throwing. If you get 
up on the scoreboard the de¬ 
fence is going to come in and 
that is how the game will be 
won." 

Steelers head coach Mike 
Tomlin is the youngest coach 
in NFL history to earn a Super 
Bowl ring, winning his first at 
age 36. 

Packers coach Mike Mc¬ 
Carthy has a reputation of 
being able to mold young 
quarterbacks into starters and 
certainly Rodgers is proof of 
that. 


Super Bowl XLV will be the 
45th annual edition of the 
Super Bowl in American 
football, and the 41st annual 
championship game of the 
modern-era National Foot¬ 
ball League (NFL). The 
game, to be played on Feb¬ 
ruary 6, 2011, will pit the 
AFC champion Pittsburgh 
Steelers against the NFC 
champion Green Bay Pack¬ 
ers to decide the NFL cham¬ 
pion for the 2010 season. 

The game will be held at 
Cowboys Stadium in Arling¬ 
ton, Texas, the first time that 
the Super Bowl will be held 
in the Dallas-Fort Worth 
area; and the third time it 
will be held in Texas (Hous¬ 
ton was the host city to VIII 
and XXXVIII). Kickoff time 
is approximately 5:25pm 
CST (UTC-06). 

This will be the eighth 
appearance in the Super 
Bowl for the Steelers (who 
hold the record with six 
Super Bowl wins) and the 
fifth for the Packers (who 
hold the record with 12 
overall NFL titles, including 
three Super Bowl wins and 
nine league titles prior to the 
Super Bowl-era). 

As of February 2, the 
Packers are two to three 
point favorites, making this 
the first Super Bowl in 
which the Steelers were un¬ 
derdogs since Super Bowl 
XXX. In all four previous 
Super Bowls that Green Bay 
played in, they were favored 
to win. The last time the 
teams met, the game went 
down to the final tick. Liter¬ 
ally. Down 30-36, Steelers 
QB Ben Roethlisberger 
threw a touchdown pass to 
Mike Wallace at the end of 
regulation. Jeff Reed made 
the extra point. Pittsburgh 
37, Green Bay 36. 

That loss had to sting for 
Green Bay. They will be 


looking to pay Pittsburgh 
back in kind this Sunday.

Storied Steelers, Green Bay race 
off in Super Bowl 45 


DALLAS (AFP) - Two of the 
NFL’s most storied franchises, 
the Pittsburgh Steelers and 
Green Bay Packers square off 
in Super Bowl 45 which 
should be a dynamic matchup 
of superstar quarterbacks and 
punishing defences. 

Steelers quarterback Ben 
Roethlisberger is seeking his 
third Super Bowl ring while 
Packers quarterback Aaron 
Rodgers hopes to finally put 
the Brett Favre era behind him 
by winning his first league 
championship. 

"We are trying to come 
down here and make the most 
of it and see if we can bring 
our seventh Super Bowl back 
to Pittsburgh," Steelers re¬ 
ceiver Hines Ward said. 

Sunday’s game at Cowboys 
Stadium marks the first Super 
Bowl meeting between the 
Steelers and Packers, who 
have 13 appearances in the 
showpiece between them. 

The Steelers are making 
their eighth all-time appear¬ 



ance in the Super Bowl and 
third in the last six years. Their 
six Super Bowl wins are the 
most in NFL history. 

The Packers have won the 
Super Bowl three times and 
boast the league’s best overall 
playoff winning percentage at 
.636, edging out the second 


place Steelers who have a .635 
playoff winning record. 

The Super Bowl is not the 
first major sporting event at the 
1.2 billion dollar Cowboys Sta¬ 
dium but it is by the biggest since 
the venue was built in 2009. 

Organizers are expecting a 


record Super Bowl crowd, 
breaking the current atten¬ 
dance mark for a Super Bowl 
of 103,667 when Washington 
beat Miami in 1983 at the Rose 
Bowl in Pasadena, California. 

Linebacker Clay Matthews 
said the key for the Green Bay 


defence on Sunday would be 
to contain the 1.96 metre (6ft 
5 in) Roethlisberger. 

"It is almost like taking 
down an offensive lineman," 
Matthews said. "He shrugs off 
defenders, can extend plays. 

"So it is very important we 
put emphasis on collapsing the 
pocket and getting him down 
when we get to him because he 
is still able to get the ball away 
even when you have him 
wrapped up." 

Roethlisberger guided the 
Steelers to victories in Super 
Bowl 40 in Detroit and Super 
Bowl 43 in Tampa, Florida. 

"In Detroit I was over¬ 
whelmed," Roethlisberger 
said. "Tampa was a little bit 
better. You hope that you just 
get a little bit more comfort¬ 
able with it so you won't have 
the same jitters that you had 
the first couple of times and 
you can go out there with the 
confidence that this is just an¬ 
other game."
